WILLIAM  CAMPBELL  HIGH  SCHOOL 


William  Campbell  High  School,  an  accre¬ 
dited  five-year  high  school,  is  located  on  High¬ 
way  501,  Naruna,  Virginia.  It  is  a  consolidated 
high  school  with  an  enrollment  of  454  students 
from  Brookneal,  Gladys,  and  Naruna.  There  are 
23  faculty  members.  Mr.  James  E.  Strickler 
has  served  as  principal  of  the  school  since  its 
founding  thirteen  years  ago  in  the  fall  of  1951. 
At  that  time  251  students  were  enrolled  and  of 
the  16  faculty  members,  9  remain  on  the  faculty 
listtoday.  (Mr.  J.  J.  Riegel,  Mr.  Dennis  Riddle, 
Mr.  George  Goodman,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Christine  Crab¬ 
tree,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Fore,  Mrs.  Myrtle  Fore,

Mrs.  Arline  Whitlow). 

The  school  is  named  for  William  Camp¬ 
bell,  a  general  who  distinguished  himself  be¬ 
cause  of  his  heroism  in  the  battle  at  King’s 
Mountain  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  main  building  consists  of  14  class¬ 
rooms,  3  science  laboratories,  a  library,  art 
room,  music  room,  home  economics  depart¬ 
ment,  cafeteria,  gymnasium,  guidance  room, 
and  offices.  The  elementary  building,  directly 
behind  the  high  school,  and  the  agriculture 
building,  located  to  the  right  of  the  main  build¬ 
ing,  complete  the  school  scene.
